A very successful conference under 


the auspices of the Alberta ‘Boctal | 
+ League was held in-Red Deer‘on ‘Fri- 


day last. Following the 12th ‘annual 
Convention at Calgary: last week, 
there -is to be a series of five confer- 
ences throughout: the Province the 
Red Deer conference being the first 
of these. The purpose of the con- 
ference was to arouse public interest 
and to spread information concerning 


the pressing problems of the social 
and moral life of the Province, and 
also to call attention to the work of 
the League and enlist eupport in its 
campaign for the social betterment 
of the nation. : 

The League, which has rendered 
such admirable service in the cause of 
temperance, is now working on the 
pressing problem of the public health 
of the province, and is carrying on a 
campaign of education on the subiects 
of Child Welfare and -Vanereai dis- 
@2ne8, 

ihe meetings, ‘which were presided 
over by the Mayor. were: leld in the 
‘Methodist Church and included an in- 
teresting and instructive exhibition of 
charts and diagra:ny on Infant Mur- 
tality, health and diseases, the slogan 
of the League, “Save the Babies,” be- 
ing very prominent. The Rev. A. D. 
Archibald, Field Secretary of the 
League, in speaking on “Child Wel- 
fare,” illustrated his remarks by 
charts showing the high rate of In- 
fant mortality in the province, and the 
necessity for a vigorous educational 
campaign in this matter. 

Mrs. A. L. Askew, in her address on 
“Dangers which confront our girls” 
spoke of the work of the Social Ser- 
vice Home at Edmonton, of which she 
is superintendent, and urged upon 
parents the duty of warning and in- 
structing their children. 

Dr. De Long, of Red Deer, read an 
instructive paper on “Venereal Dis- 


eeases,” showing that as during the last 


few years public attention had been 
directed towards dealing with tuber- 
culosis, s0-now the question of vener- 
eal disease was being brought to the 
front and steps taken to deal with this 
great scourge. 

Interesting discussions followed the 
various addresses. 

At the evening meeting the Rev. 
A. W. Coone, General Secretary of the 
League, gave an interesting survey of 
the work during the past year, and the 
plans -for the future. 

The conference was brovzht to a 
close with a masterly address by the 
Rev. Dr. Bland, of Winnipeg, whose 
main theme was “a new centre of 
gravity.” Dr. Bland stated that the 
world was finding a new centre of 
gravity. In western nations for the 
past 300 years it had been wealth. 
This was shown by the legislation, 
which was largely based cn the pro- 
tection and development of property 
and wealth. Now a new outlook was 
beginning to present itself, and the 
great movements of the day pointed 
to human life as the new centre of 
gravity. Dr. Bland’s address was an 
inspiring close to a successful confer- 
ence, and a trumpet call for the future 
to “begin to build up Jerusalem in 
Canada’s green and pleasant land.” 

Those responsible for the arrange- 
ments of the conference must feel 
amply repaid for their efforts, which 
it 1s hoped, will be fruitful of results.

MR. HUTTON GIVES SOME FACTS 
REGARDING HOG RAISING. 


” An interesting Institute meeting was 
held at Sylvan Lake on Monday even- 
ing, the 18th inst., under the auspices 
of:the Red Deer Agricultural Society. 
The attendance was not all that could 
be desired as far as numbers were 
concerned, but the interest was excel- 
lent, as evidenced. by the number of 
questions that were asked. G. H. 
Hutton, B.S.A., Supt. of the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Lacombe was 


present and delivered a very practi- 
cal address. H. F. Kenny, 1st Vice- 
President of the Society called the 
meeting to order and introduced the 
speaker of the evening. In doing so, 
Mr. Kenny gave some very interesting 
facts regarding Mr. Hutton’s work at 
Lacombe. The farm at Lacombe {is 
one of a chain of some twenty-nine or 
thirty Experimental Farms that the 
Dominion Government has scattered 
all over Canada. This farm is doing 
the largest work of any of these farms 
with hogs, the largest with sheep, and 
{s second only to the Central Farm 
at Ottawa in the extent of its work 
with cattle. 

Mr. Hutton referred to the new prob- 


lems facingevery line of business now; 
the greatest being more production 
with less labor. His experiments are 
planned on a large scale, as many as 
104 hogs being used in one phase of an 
experiment at times. For the fiscal 
year ending March 31, he will have 
marketed about 800 hogs. He em- 
phasized the use of pastures as a 
means of reducing the cost per pound 
of pork. In 1915 it cost $5.30 per 100 
lbs gain with hogs in a corral without 
pasture; $3.52 per 100 on alfalfa pas- 
ture with self feeder for grain ration; 
$3.30 per 100 on rape pasture with self 
fecder. He advocated alfalfa for early 
and rape for later pastures as the 
best commercial combination. The 
saving that these pastures will effect 
in the cost of producing pork made 
the value of the pasture about $80.00 
per acre in that year. This last year, 
on 240 hogs covering the entire per- 
fod from May 7th to Jan. 19 it took 
4.99 lbs. grain to produce 1 Ib. of pork. 
Mr. Hutton estimates that 1 acre of 
rape saves almost 2,500 lbs of grain, 
besides producing much heavier hogs 
at the same age. In an experimental 
competition between two lots of 70 
hogs each, evenly selected in the first 
Place, the lot put on self feeder and 
pasture averaged 199 lbs. each when 
taken off, while the other lot on self 
feeder with no pasture weighed 112 
Ibs. each at the same date. 

Mr. Hutton showed some interest- 
ing comparisons between the use of 
the self feeder and the old pail method 
The feeder-fed hogs were ready for 
market six weeks sooner and made 
cheaper gains with far less work. The 
self feeder is the most economical 
method in every way. Mr. Hutton 
considers that with the self feeders 
and self waterers that one man can 
easily attend to 1,000 hogs. He sows 
the rape with the grain drill using 
every third shoe, 3 lbs of seed per 
acre. 

Even a millionaire would not be 
justified in building an expensive hog 
house. Mr. Hutton favors cabins out 
in the pastures; they provide the most 
sanitary method as well. His cabins 
are each six feet by eight feet, with 
three foot wall, floored, and cost about 
$15.00 each at the present prices of 
material; the same floor space in a 
regular piggery would cost about $200. 
It is impossible to keep an expensive 
building dry. 

He recommends feeding tankage to 
brood sows to prevent hairless pigs; 
make the rations about 5 per cent. of 
tankage. 

There will be a silo on every dairy 
farm as soon as dairymen learn to 
appreciate its value; he has raised as 
much as 12 ton per acre of peas and 
oats for ensilage. It costs 16.7 cents 
per lb of butter produced on ensilage 
whereas it costs 22.5 per lb from the 
same crop cured as green feed. Ensi- 
lage is also valuable for young grow- 
ing stock. An acre of good peas and 
oats cut in the milk or early dough 
stage and put into the silo will winter 
about 2% head of cattle, using a little 
straw at noon. The silo doubles the 
value of the green feed crop. 

Mr. Hutton showed the value of our 
native pastures that are constantly 
going to waste around the country. 
One season he pastured 102 head of 
steers on a section of land near La- 


combe; these steers made an average’ 


gain of 358 Ibs. per head on the grass 
alone. The following year 70 head of 
steers on the same section gained 320 
Ibs per head. At the present prices 
of beef the. section was_ therefore 
worth about $1,800 or $2,000 for pas- 
ture for the season. 

The average dairy cow production 
in Ontario is only 3,800 or 3,900 Ibs. 
of milk per year. Alberta cows 
produce about 100 lbs. better. But 
even this production could be increas- 
ed 50 per cent. by the constant use of 
good sires. He urged dairymen to

HUN NOBLES ESCAPE 
DEATH 


NO BLUE BLOODS IN GERMANY 
HAVE BEEN HIT BY THE WAR 


Germany has been engaged in war 
for three years, and up to the present 
time not a “blooded” German has lost 
his life. In the list of killed and 
wounded there has not appeared the 
name of a Prussian or German prince 
or even a member of the nobility. If 
they are around the firing line at all 
they are in a deep cellar with a floor 
covered with fine carpet. The em- 
peror of Germany has six sons, and 
not one of them has_ received a 
scratch. One or two of them have 
been married since the war began and 
the crown prince, who was supposed 
to command at Verdun, has had an- 
other prince born to him. The Ger- 
man autocracy is not going hungry. 
None of its members carries a bread 
ticket. With them everything goes 
on as usual. It was charged in the 
European newspapers a few weeks 
ago that a carload or two of beautiful 
singers were sent to Verdun on special 
trains in order to dance and sing and 
cause the crown prince to forget his 
troubles, while he is more than twenty- 
five miles from any cannon. There 
may be mourning in every household 
in Germany. There is mourning in 
every household of the common people 
but the emperor and the royal family 
generally have no personal occasion 
for shedding a tear.—Des Moines Cap- 
ital.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any |} 
male over 18 years old, who was |f 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain, conditions. - 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a_ purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
In each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent’s Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 

“ must be presented to Agent.

However, 2s no statistics have yet 
been published regarding the number 
of men in each province who should 
have registered, but have defied the 
law by not doing so, no one is in a 
position to argue positively as to what 
the possible Quebec shortcoming may 
be in that respect. As regards the ac- 
tual registrations, and the subsequent 
showing for the war, the comparison 
between Ontario and Quebec is as 
follows, out of the respective registra- 
tions of 125,750 and 117,104:

On the other hand, Quebec has 
22,421 claims for exemption not yet 
dealt with by the local tribunals, 
while Quebec has only 4,783 cases to 
be passed on. But if the proportion 
of allowals of exemption in each prov- 
ince continues to be the same with 
these remainders as with the applica- 
tions previously disposed of, the 22,241 
Quebec claims for exemption will fur- 
nish only 720 more soldiers, while the 
4,783 Ontario remainders should give 
<1 772. 

An inference is fair that the un- 
worthy performance of Quebec in the 
war in all previous ways has extended 
to the manner in which the local tri- 
bunals in that provinee have been 
dealing with the Military Service Act. 
The proportions of exemptions granted 
in Quebec would not be creditable to 
that province in comparison with 
other provinces even if Quebec had 
previously been contributing her fair 
share, or half her fair share, to our 
army; but taken in comparison with 
the fact that Quebec had not previous- 
ly recruited half nor indeed quarter 
her fair share of men, the proportion 
of exemptions which the Quebec local’ 
tribunals have allowed is worse than 
discreditable. There can be in Quebec 
province neither a scarcity of men eli- 
gible for military service, nor the ex- 
cuse that men are needed at home on 
account of large previous volunteer- 
ing. 

The appeals which: have been 
lodged by the military authorities 
against the exemptions by the local 
tribunals are not likely to make this 
| matter better. Nearly as many ap- 
peals have been lodged in Ontario as 
in Quebec, the respective numbers 
being 21,276 and 27,683. And it is to 
be remembered that the appeals have 
two sides. The military authorities 
may appeal against exemption; but 
also any man who has been refused 
exemption by the local tribunal can 
appeal;.and these other appeals are 
more numerous in the Quebec list 
than in the Ontario list. Altogether, 
therefore, the result of the appeals 
will hardly improve the present Que- 
bec showing of new soldiers as com- 
pared with that of Ontario. 

The French-Canadian people of the 
Province of Quebec, numbering nearly 
two millions, contributed 6,000 volun- 
teers to the Canadian army. Under 
the Military Service Act as interpret- 
ed by the local tribunals of their prov- 
ince they have done their: best to es- 
cape with the contribution of another 
6,000. The other five million people 
of Canada are found supplying half 
a million troops. for the cause of the 
world’s freedom.

AMOUNT HELD. 


London, February 29.—The follow. 
ing further details have just been 


made available of the “magnificent 
courage and resource” which won a 
V.C. for Private John Peter Robertson, 
aged 34, engineer, of Pictou, Nova 
Scotia, in connection with the opera- 
tions at Passchendaele on November 
6. The details have come _ through 
authoritative channels. During his 
battalion’s attack Robertson’s platoon 
was held up by uncut wire at 200 
yards from the final objective. Our 
guns were still busy cutting a way 
through the wire when a German 
machine gun opened fire and inflicted 
very heavy losses on the Canadians, 

Robertson, without waiting for or- 
ders and entirely on his own initiative 
rushed toward the gun, defying its 
withering fire. Moreover, our artil- 
lery barrage was so intense that death 
seemed almost certain. Working his 
way to the flank he eventually found 
an opening in the wire, got through 
and crawled until he reached the end 
of the emplacement.

In the case of men who have already 
homesteaded or have farms of their 
own, but have not the seed grain or 
equipment necessary to recommence 
their farming work, a provisional 
loan may be given after the land has 
been inspected and valued by the 
Homestead Inspector.

OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 
IN ALBERTA 


The. Hon. J. R. Boyle, Minister of 
Education, announces that the Gov- 
ernment contemplates the establishing 
of a general system of medical inspec- 
tion for the school children of the 
Province. In some of the larger cit- 
ies medical inspectors of schools have 
been employed for the past five or 
six years, but outside of the large 
cities Boards of Trustees have not 
availed themselves of the discretion- 
ary powers conferred by the School 
Ordinance for employing medical 
doctors, dentists, and nurses to look 
after the health of the school children. 
The needs of the country are just as 
great as those of the cities. While 
the resistance of country children is 
fairly high on account of exercise and 
fresh air, the opportunities of secur- 
ing medical advice and treatment for 
incipient troubles are few, owing to 
the distance of many settlérs from 
towns where there are doctors located. 
The work will be part of the work of 
the Education department. The Min- 
ister is convinced of the wisdom of 
substituting preventive treatment for 
treatnient of sickness and disease. He 
is Hkewise resolved to assist in mak- 
ing health and medical services pub- 
lic services for the sake of economy as 
well as efficiency. 

The result of investigations with 
regard to the condition of school 
children indicates the need of atten- 
tion to the matter of constructive and 
preventive medicine. In a series of 
examinations by the Russel Sage 
Foundation, Philadelphia, the defects 
in various groups of affected children 
were from 33 to 57 per cent of those 
examined. The defects included such 
troubles as defective hearing and 
vision, nose and throat troubles, etc. 
The following table covering a period 
of six years’ medical inspection in the 
Edmonton schools shows the percent- 
age of defectives and likewise shows 
a progressive reduction of defectives 
presumably through the attention 
given to conditions of disease.

It is the intention of the Depart- 


ment. ‘to make the: ‘carrying on of med- 
ical inspection: in.towns and’ cities 
compulsory at an early date, and the 
work will probably be done by officers 
employed by the Trustee Boards, In 


‘the villages and in the country, it is 


probable that the work will be initi- 
ated and carried on by medical in- 
spectors, who are employed directly 
by the government. Inspection will 


‘apply to teachers as well as to pupils. 


It is proposed to appoint two inspec- 
tors and two nurses to begin with. It 
will be necessary to provide for the 
cost of the service efther by a small 
general tax on the lands or by a 
charge on the districts, determined by 
the work performed. 

The work will be carried out with 
the co-operation of the district school 
inspectors, who are expected to make 
the work educational, as well as: to 
give emphasis to defects which inter- 
fere with the progress of individual 
pupils. 


COST OF MILK PRO- 
DUCTION AND THE 
FARMERS’ PROFIT 


The principles of co cost Aecounttag 
used in manufacturing should be ap- 
plied to agriculture, not that the farm- 
er may always sell above cost, for at 
times he sells below cost, but that he 
may know that the average selling 
price will at least equal the cost and 
thus allow him to break even. Were 
the results of such cost accounting 
for the business of milk production 
known to the farmer as well as the 
consumer, the former would bestir 
himself to reduce his costs, while the 
latter, recognizing the narrow margin 
of profit upon which the farmer is 
working in producing a staple food 
product, would Cease his blind criti- 
cigm and be willing to pay a fair price 
for milk which is one of his cheapest 
foods. 

To find the cost.of milk production 
is no sinecure in accounting, because 
of the complexity of the conditions 
surrounding the industry, but the im- 
portance of the product has led to 
many investigations with the follow- 
ing average results, using the present 
day feed and labour charges:—

6167 pounds of milk at 29c gal. $178.84 


Under ‘the above’ “conditions”. milic 
costs the- farmer’ 27.8¢ “per gallon: -or 
6.9c per quart. At most ‘he is selling 
it for 29c per gallon or 7.25c per quart. 
The profit left ‘to the farmer is very 
little over the value of the manure for 
his farm. In one investigation con- 
ducted on twenty-five dairy farms 
keeping on.an average of 460 cows, 


the average profit: per cow per year 
was $8.23 while out‘of the twenty-five 
dairies 28 per cent. reaped no profit 
whatever. 

While 6,167 pounds of milk per cow 
per year may. seem a small yield to 
some farmers, it is in reality a very 
good average, exceeding the average 
for Eastern Canada by 2,000 pounds. 
The farmer's remedy lies in increasing 
the average production of his herd. 

A word to the consumer.—Compar-: 
atively speaking milk is one of the 
cheapest foods. Instead of being re- 
garded as a luxury it should be re- 
garded as a necessity. Based on food 
values it has been estimated that if 
porterhouse steak is worth 30c per 
pound, milk is worth 16.5c per quart; 
if eggs are worth 30c per dozen, milk 
is worth 21c per quart; if fat fowls are 
worth 20c per pound, milk is worth 20c 
per quart; and if whitefish is worth 
18c per pound, milk is worth 32c per 
quart. No common meat food is 
cheaper than milk at 15c per quart. 
Moreover, milk is an already prepared 
food, requiring no fuel to cook it, a 
most important consideration under 
present fuel conditions. 

The question is “Who is getting the 
best deal?” Certainly it is not- the 
farmer.

Others contend it is due 
to the grain sprouting, as it is known 
that the least sprout on oats kills the 
germ. Others again blame it to the 
light frosts of last fall on standing 
grain. 

No matter what the cause, every 


farmer is urged to test his seed, and St. Luke’

AS TO THE RESULT OF 
COMING WEST DRIVE 


UNITED STATESWAR SECRETARY 
SAYS ALLIES ARE READY 
FOR ANYTHING. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—After exten- 
sive preparations, silently and system- 
atically carried on, it is apparent that 
both the Germans and the allies are 
ready for the long-expected offensive 
in the west. Secretary of War Baker 
said today in the review of military 
operations for week ending Feb. 16. 

“While there has been outwardly 
no developments in the military sit- 
uation in the west during the period 
under review,” says the statement, 
“yet it is apparent that both the 
enemy and the allies after extensive 
preparations which have been silent: 
ly and systematically carried on, are 
ready for battle. The Germans have 
recently withdrawn a number of their 
veteran west front units from the 
front line trenches and are busily 
training them in mobile warfare.” 


WHAT THEY HOPE FOR. 

“According to advices received the 
German general staff hopes that by 
massing a large number of these pick- 
ed shock battalions, which have been 
intensively trained, they may deliver 
a crushing blow.” 

“The bulk of the German forces 
are now assembled in the west. But 
a large number of those units are 
wholly untrained in the method of 
western front warfare, which differs 
radically from that conducted along 
other fronts. Furthermore the Ger- 
man higher command realizes fully 
that their forces will meet with far 
more difficult tactical obstacles than 
any hitherto encountered by an at- 
tacking army. A break through was 
possible in Russia only after the 
morale of the Russians had been un- 
dermined; the same was true in Italy, 
and we witnessed how speedily the 
Italian line was mended.

) UNIVERSITY NOTES 


This week has been a busy one for 
the students at the University, being 
the week of the last term tests be- 
fore the final examinations, which will 
begin in April. 

On Friday afternoon, February 22nd 
Professor and Mrs. Sheldon are enter- 


taining the Sophomore Class, of which 
Dr. Sheldon is the Honorary President. 

On Monday evening, February 25th, 
the students of Alberta College, under 
the direction of Miss Trotter, are pre- 
senting a dramatic program, conaist- 
ing of three plays, “A Pair of Luna- 
tics,” “The Kleptomaniac,” and “Bar- 
bara.” This will be given in Convoca- 
tion Hall under the auspices of the 
Literary Society of the University, and 
promises to be a very interesting pro- 
gram. , 

The Tofield girls’ hockey team is 
coming to Edmonton on Saturday, 
February 23rd, to play a return game 
with the Varsity team. The game will 
be played on Saturday night, and 
afterwards the visitors will be enter- 
tained at a small dance in Athabasca 
Hall. 

Mr. C. E. Race, registrar of the Uni- 
versity has been elected to the Exec- 
utive Committee of the South Side 
Community League of Edmonton. 

As an instance of the province-wide 
activities of the Department of Ex- 
tension, it may be stated that the trav- 
elling libraries, of which there are 127, 
each of which contains an assorted 
collection of about 30 books, are sent 
as far north as Peace River Crossing, 
as far south as Cardston, west to 
Beaver Lodge, and east to Laverna 
on the boundary between Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. The demand for 
these libraries is only limited by the 
financial ability of the University to 
buy books. In addition to the fixed 
library groups, an open shelf is con- 
ducted, and books from this are also 
sent throughout the Province,-having 
gone as far north as Fort Chipewyan. 
The Department has also package 
libraries dealing with forty-five differ- 
ent subjects, which supply material 
to various debating societies and 
study groups. As a great many soci- 
eties desire the same material, sever- 
al of these individual subjects are re- 
presented by as many as twenty-one 
duplicate copies. The Department of 
Extension has also in stock 67 sets 
of lantern slides which are loaned for 
purposes of local lectures to be illus- 
trated by the stereopticon. A moving 
picture film service has also been ar- 
ranged for a limited number of Pathe- 
scope machines and this has proved 
a& very popular venture. 

The University of Alberta ‘already 
has more names of staff, students, and 
alumni on its Honor Roll than there 
are students in attendance this year. 
The number of the former is 347 and 
of the latter 324. There have died 
on active service 49, and two of the 
University boys are prisoners of war 
in Germany. 29 members of the staff 
are on active service or engaged in 
war work. Twenty-seven of those who 
went overseas have returned to Can- 
ada, and of these five men are already 
back at the University and have re- 
sumed regular academic work. It is 
interesting and encouraging to note 
that these men have been able to pick 
up their studies again and are making 
markedly satisfactory progress. Fif- 
teen University of Alberta men have 
won distinctions or decorations, five 
having the Military Cross, nine the 
Military Medal, and one the D.S.O. 

It is understood, in order that the 
supply of medical men may not be 
unduly depleted, that the military 
authorities intend to release medical 
students at present serving at the 
front with a view to their returning 
home and completing their medical 
course. The chances are that a con- 
siderable number of U. of A. boys will 
be welcomed back to their lectures 
and laboratories in the autumn term. 


THREE TIMES BLOWN UP 


BUT THIS MUNITION FACTORY 
GIRL WILL STAY WITH THE 
JOB TILL THE FINISH. 


To have been blown up three times 
and to have returned to her dangerous 
task after each accident is the record 
of Hannah Spash, a young girl of 
twenty, who was especially honored 
by the king during a recent royal 
visit to the munition factory in which 
Miss Spash was working in the Lon- 
don area. 

In answer to a question as to 
whether she liked the work on which 
she was engaged, the girl said that 
at least “she would stick to it until 
explosives are no longer needed.” 

“IT am very fond of a brother who 
is fighting in France and I like mak- 
ing munitions because it helps him 
and the ‘others who are there,” she 
said. 

In describing her narrow escapes 
to His Majesty this devoted young 
woman said: 

“The first time I was very lucky. 
A pot of a certain chemical dropped 
in my shed and the explosion blew 
an arm off the girl standing next to 
me, but I escaped almost unhurt. The 
second time the explosion blew up the 
table at which I was working, and it 
was wonderful that I did not have 
both legs blown off instead of having 
only a knee and a foot dislocated, and 
my face badly scarred. You can see 
the scars now. The third time was 
when I was working in a- gunpowder 
shed. The explosion blew the shed 
to pieces and killed two girls. I was 
flung out on to a fleld, and only recov- 
ered consciofisness while being taken 
home.” 


GERMANS PLAN FOR 
PETROGRAD ATTACK 


FROM TWO FRONTS) 


MASSING CAVALRY AT RIGA AND 
BUILD A RAILWAY OVER THE 
ICE TOWARD REVAL—SEND 
FINNS FROM ARMY TO JOIN 
FINNISH WHITE GUARD. 


Toronto, Feb. 21.—Arno Dosch 
Fleurot, in a Petrograd cable to the 
Mail and Empire, says: 

“The Germans have planned a bold 
stroke against the Bolsheviki in an 
attack against Petrograd from two 
sides. They have been massing cav- 
alry at Riga and also laying a railroad 
over the ice toward Reval. 

“They have also sent 3,000 Finns in 
the German army back to Finland to 
join the White Guard in an effort to 
retake Helsingfors and Viborg, but 
Bolsheviki warships captured the 
Finns and held them prisoners.” 


FURTHER ADVANCES. 


Berlin, February 21.—The war office 
announces that 1353 guns and _ be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 motor cars have 
been captured from the Russians thus 
far in the new campaign. The Ger- 
mans have made prisoner a general 
commanding an army, 425 officers and 
8,700 men. 

The Russian town of Rovno has 
been cleared of the Russians, the war 
office reports. Their trains, with about 
1,000 cars, many laden with food, have 
been captured, as well as airplanes 
and an incalculable amount of war 
material. 

Between Dvinsk and Litovsk the 
Germans are pressing eastward. Gen. 
von Linsingen’s movement continues, 
important railway and highway junc- 
tions have been occupied. 

The Germans have passed through 
Wenden, 55 miles northeast of Riga, 
and are now before Wolmar, 70 miles 
northeast of Riga. 

German troops from Moon Island 
crossed Moon Sound and marched into 
Esthonia, occupying Lelia. Other 
forces advancing along the shore of 
the Gulf of Riga reached Pernigal 
and Lemsal. 

Rovno is the most easterly of the 
triangle of Russian fortresses in Vol- 
hynia. Lutsk, the western citadel in 
the triangle, capitulated to the Ger- 
mans on Feb. 18, without fighting. 
The third fortress in Volhynia, Dubno, 
lies about midway between Rovno 
and the town of Brody, on the Galician 
frontier. 

BY ONE VOTE. 


Petrograd, Feb. 20.—The decision of 
the Soldiers’ and Workmen's Dele- 
gates to accept the German peace 
terms was reached by a majority of 
only one vote, after a heated debate 
lasting throughout Monday night. 
Great secrecy was observed in regard 
to the meeting, which was adjourned 
several times to permit the Bolsheviki 
and the Social-Revalutionists to hold 
party caucuses. There were divisions 
in both parties on the subject. 

Premier Lenine, Foreign Minister 
Trotzky, Ensign Krylenko, command- 
er-in-chief, and many other leaders 
addressed the council. Military men 
explained the impossibility of offering 
effective resistance, but no decision 
was reached until messages had been 
received showing that the Germans 
had captured Dvinsk with ease and 
were advancing all along the front. 

This news reached the council early 
Tuesday morning and influenced the 
delegates to decide for peace. Before 
the capture of Dvinsk Premier Lenine 
said he was opposed to peace, but 
finally urged that peace must be ob- 
tained at any price in order to assure 
the reconstruction of Russia. He said 
the Germans were advancing on a 
solid front from the north to the 
south. 

DIDN'T WANT IT. 


‘The announcement of Russia’s de- 
cision to accept the German term 
was sent by wireless at 65 o'clock 
Tuesday morning. At first the Ger- 
man wireless station showed a dis- 
position to refuse to take the message 
but finally, four hours later, acknow- 
ledged it. 

Bolsheviki held repeated confer- 
ences here throughout Tuesday, and 
late in the afternoon received the 
German reply, refusing to accept the 
wireless message as official and re- 
questing that a delegation be sent to 
Dvinsk to confer with regard to peace. 

The Russian press is divided as to 
the wisdom of the council’s action. 
The Pravda says the Soldiers’ and 
Workmen's Delegates have again 
shown willingness to make peace and 
carry out their pledges, and that 
whether Germany accepts the offer 
or does not, the Bolsheviki have won 
a moral victory. The Nova Jizn says 
the Bolsheviki have brought the affair 
to an ignominious endand have proved 
themselves to be adventurers who are 
willing to keep themselves in power 
at any price. 

WHAT THEY DECLARE. 


Bolsheviki leaders declare that if 
the German offensive continues they 
will defend Petrograd with the Red 
Guard and harass the German advance 
by guerilla warfare. No plans have 
been made for the evacuation of the 
city. 

The Bolsheviki say this is a new 
war, not the old war, and that they 
will present a united front against 
the Germans. They believe the pro- 
letariat of Russia will be able to con- 
tinue the war. 

The opinion as to Germany's plan 
is divided. Some of the papers believe 
Petrograd will be attacked, but others 
regard this as improbable. 

The Soldiers’ and Workmen's depu-

GERMANY’S MEASURES | 
TO INCREASE HER 
POPULATION 


J. B. W. Gardiner, in an article in 
The World’s Work, in which he deals 
with the preparation Germany is al- 
ready making for another war to 
attain objects which have been proved 
to be beyond the reach of German 
might in this war, summarizes thus, 
from available sources, the plans Ger- 
many is making for securing a suffi- 
cient supply of “cannon fodder” for 
the next trial of strength, which is 
timed for some’ twenty-five . years 
hence: 

“The question which is presented 
to Germany of increasing her popula- 
tion for war purposes has been ans- 
wered in many ways. The first in 
order of time, was the authorized and 
systematic ravishing of the women of 
Belgium and France, and the sending 
of the offspring of this official and 
bestial debauchery into Germany, to 
form part of the future defense of the 
fatherland. 

“The deportation of the men of 
Belgium is another phase. These 
men will, of course, never return if 
Germany can prevent it, and so will 
constitute an effective increase in the 
male population. , But they will either 
voluntarily or through compulsion 
form some sort of a liaison with the 
aurplus women of Germany and pro- 
duce offspring which in twenty years 
will be available fodder for powder. 
As the excess of Germany's female 
population is now great and will be 
still greater after the war, this will 
prove also a ready means for provid- 
ing for this surplus. 

“We next find the German referen- 
2es to the so-called lateral marriages. 
fhere are hundreds of thousands of 
young women in Germany, capable of 
bearing children, who are at present 
inattached because of the absence of 
cheir husbands at the front. To Ger- 
man efficiency this is a waste of 
human material. God would not have 
endowed women with such an import- 
ant function if it had not been intend- 
ad that she should use it. And to 
what better use than for the father- 
land? Therefore Germeny proposes 
1 lateral marriage. A man, married 
or unmarried—it is immaterial, only 
'f married he must get his wife's per- 
nission—is encouraged by the govern- 
ment to form a temporary union with 
one of the neglected women (who 
must also obtain her husband's con- 
sent) whose consort is at war. This 
alliance is to last until a child is born, 
when it automatically is to cease, the 
child being either retained by the 
mother or sent to an institution to be 
reared that he may form a unit in the 
future national defense. It is an ad- 
mirable German scheme, quite typical 
of the German mind which suffers 
agonies at the sight of anything idle 
that is susceptible of use. 

“The next development concerned 
the women who have been widowed 
through the war and the men who 
have been so crippled as to be of no 
use in the war area. The burgo- 
masters of the various German towns 
have been instructed to obtain a list 
of all war widows in the districts 
controlled by them, and also a list 
of all cripples. Advertisements are 
then to be placed in papers known 
to be read by women generally, for 
wives for the deserving cripples. Thus, 
playing the role of cupid, the benefi- 
cent government will bring together 
Venus and Adonis and as it is stated 
in the official instructions, sow the 
seed of a new generation which will, 
in the fullness of its manhood, take 
upon itself the national defense. 

“It is somewhat difficult for us to 
conceive how, in this enlightened age, 
a supposedly civilized nation can 80 
foul the beauty of motherhood as to 
turn the whole community into an 
official human stock farm by making 
brood animals out of its women. It 
Is an indication of the moral slough 
into which Germany has descended 
so that we need no longer wonder 
either at the crimes committed by the 
German soldier against the women of 


France and Belgium, or of the com- 
plete breakdown of German morality.”

CITY OF TREVES GETS A_ 
BOMBING, 


Amsterdam, Feb. 20.—A raid by 
Entente aviators on Treves, Rheinish 
Prussia, is reported in a dispatch from 
that city to the Cologne Gazette. It 
says that bombs were dropped in vari- 
ous parts of Treves, causing damage 
to property.

FUTURE OF WORLD TO 
BE DECIDED IN THIS 
COLOSSAL BATTLE 


HINDENBURG PLANS FINISH 
FIGHT FOR HOHENZOLLERNISM 


With the British Armies in the Field 
February 20.—Civilization is on the 
threshold of the most colossal battle 
of all times. 

The German offensive is expected 
momentarily. With every gill of 
fighting blood Germany has left, with 
every bit of its war machinery in hand, 
with every ounce of strength of every 
kind behind them, Hindenburg and 
Ludendorff may hurl all into a finish 
fight for Hohenzollernism. 

This mey be the critical hour. The 
Germans will use tanks like the Brit- 
ish for the first time. Some of these 
will be equipped with mortars, others 
with machine guns. They will move 
almost four miles an hour. The enemy 
is counting largely on gas. It is not 
likely bombardments will last ‘long. 
The infantry will be driven forward 
with unprecedented ferocity in regular 
German fashion after a few hours 
of intense shelling. 

MUST DO OR DIE NOW. 

All pieces from trench mortars to 
42 centimeter guns will smash against 
the British. The attack probably will 
centre in the Cambrai region, al- 
though synchronized blows are ex- 
pected all along the front. 

The Germans probably will play 
their trench mortars on barbed wire 
entanglements and front line trenches. 
They will use their big guns on bat- 
tery positions, rear guards and rail- 
way approaches. 

A heavy percentage of gas shells 
will be used everywhere, and high ex- 
plosives will be used against perman- 
ent works. Then in endless waves 
the Germans will be driven like cattle 
through the holes they hope to have 
torn. Like sharpers doping a work- 
out for race horses, the German offi- 
cers are telling their men of the in- 
fallibility of the scheme. Neverthe- 
less the troops are doubtful. 

Men must do or die now, the Ger- 
mans will undoubtedly fight like 
tigers. 

The whole future of the world un- 
doubtedly will be decided. Britons 
and their Allies will act accordingly. 


BATTLE PLANES 
FROM U.S, NOW 
ON WAY ACROSS 


COMPLETED NEARLY 5 MONTHS 
AHEAD OF CONTRACT TIME. 


Washington, Feb. 20.—The first 
American built battle planes aré on 


their way to France, nearly five 
‘months ahead of the original schedule. 
In making this announcement tonight 
Secretary of War Baker said that the 
first shipment, though not large, mark- 
ed the final overcoming of many diffi- 
culties met in the building up of this 
new industry. “These planes,” Mr. 
Baker said, ‘“* are equipped with the 
first Liberty motors from machine 
production. One of them in a recent 
trial test surpassed all records for 
speed aind climbing for planes of that 
type. Engine production which began 
a month ago, is now on a quantity 
basis, and the peak of production will 
be reached in a few weeks. Only the 
12 cylinder type is being made, as 
developments abroad have made it 
wise to concentrate on the high-pow- 
ered engines instead of the eight cyl- 
jnder.” 

After reviewing the many obstacles 
that had to be overcome in getting 
the aircraft production program under 
way, Mr. Baker said the problem now 
remaining is to secure the thousands 
of skilled mechanics, enginemen, re- 
pairers, wood and metal workers, etc., 
needed to keep the planes in perfect 
condition and without which the ma- 
chines turned out soon would be use- 
less, and the flyers helpless. 

“At best,” said the secretary, ‘the 
life of a plane is but two months and 
the engine must be overhauled after 
75 hours, while a pilot on a plane al- 
lowed to leave the hangars in imper- 
fect condition, is as helpless as a 
bird with a broken wing.” 

“Now that American battle planes 
are going overseas, a great increase 
in the volunteering of skilled mechan- 
ics is both essential and expected.”

LOSING FORMER FAITH 
~— IN U-BOATS 


——— 


IMPORTANT CHANGES IN _ CON- 
DUCTING WARFARE ON SHIP- 
PING PREDICTED. 


On good naval authority it can be 


stated that considerable and important 
changes in the German method of con- 
ducting the warfare against shipping 
are expected in the near future, writes 
Judson C. Welliver from London to 
the New York Sun. They will be the 
result of the increasing success of the 
Allies in dealing with the submarine. 

As the German methods change 
those of the defense necessarily will 
be correspondingly modified. It is 
strongly believed that the Germans 
will shortly be found making desper- 
ate efforts to send commerce raiders 
out to sea, to carry the war against 
shipping into a wider area and con- 
duct it in a fashion quite different 
from that of mere submarine sink- 
ings. 

The German admiralty has been 
greatly disappointed in the submarine 
results. The German public has been 
even more disappointed, for it was led 
confidently to believe that a few 
months of unrestricted submarines 
would crush England and therefore 
bring the Entente to their knees. The 
immense toll of shipping that was 
taken in the early weeks of the ruth- 
lessness has been vastly reduced. De- 
spite that the German public has been 
led to believe that the tonnage sunk 
was much greater than the facts 
justified, a painful impression is now 
abroad in Germany that something is 
wrong, that expectations have not 
been justified, that the U-Boat is not 
the instrument of assured victory and 
that the course of the struggle is he- 
coming more and more favorable to 
the defense rather than to the at- 
tack. 


BELIEVE U-BOAT. CONQUERED.

What has been accomplished thus far 
is the very great reduction of the 
dangers which confront a merchant 
vessel travelling in the submarine 
zone. This has been accomplished by 
methods that are in some cases well 
understood, such as zig-zagging, or- 
ganisation of convoys and the like. 
The aeroplane has been developed into 
one of the deadliest enemies of the 
submarine, while the work of the de- 
stroyers has become constantly keen- 
er and more effective. The result of 
all these developments is shown in the 
intreasing rate of submarine destruc- 
tion and on the whole the reducing 
rate of shipping sinking. 


For these reasons the naval auth- 
orities believe the time is at hand 
when the German naval authorities 
must supplement the work of the sub- 


marines by the employment of cruiser 
raiders in as large numbers as possi- 
ble. Perhaps the Berlin adtniralty 
has other ideas, but it can be said 
that if the positions were reversed 
and the British naval authorities were 
carrying on the submarine warfare, 
they would be planning about this 
time to get raiders out on the seas 
and broaden the sphere of their opera 
tions. That the Germans will ultimate- 
ly do this very thing is regarded as 
logical, and moreover, there is some 
evidence that they are planning ex: 
actiy such a development of the cam- 
paign. 

In a warfare of this kind the Brit- 
ish navy would have a large advant- 
age by reason of the increased number 
of vessels which are now available 
for patrol of the seas.. When the war 
started the British navy's tonnage ag- 
gregated about 2,500,000 tons. Since 
the war began about 1,200,000 tons of 
new construction have been added. 
Within that period approximately 
460,000 tons have been lost. The rate 
of naval construction has been one of 
the wonders of British accomplish- 
ment during the war. In three years 
and a half just about one-half as much
